A Wonderful Machine 


Transforms Music Into Ribbon Ot 

Light and Responds To Every 

, Change 

Music was transformed into a rib- 
bon of light and made to write its 
soul characteristics on a cloth 
screen at Steinway Hall, New York. 

When low, pure tones were sound- 
ed the strip rippled smoothly like 
wave motion travelling along a rope, 
but when’ harsh, discordant sounds 
were made, the shining line writhed 
and contorted like an agitated snake, 
For all graduating of harmony the 
line showed distinctive waves, dif- 
ferent for each sound, even down to 
discrepancies in tone too fine for the 
ear. 

The instrument is a development 
of the Osiso, which has been used 
for some time to photograph voice 
and music characteristics. The new 
device substitutes a moving picture . 
for a “still.” It is a mirror, vibrating: 
under control of an electrical current ° 
from a microphone that picks up the 
sounds to be pictured. This mirror 
reflects a beam of light through re- 
volving mirrors, It was developed 
by William Baird White, acoustic 
engineer of the American Steel & 
Wire Co., and C. Anderson, engineer 
of the Westinghouse Electric & En- 
gineering Co. 

Music students are given a pat- 
tern of a perfect sound and attempt 
to reproduce it in the light 

‘It seems certain,” said Mr, 
White, “that improvement can be 
attained in this way, but it also 
seems certain that no amount of

France, W. L. Ramsay of Bladworth, 
Saskatchewan, sent the seed across, 
Three of Mr. Ramsay's sons went 
overseas with the Canadian Expedi- 
tionary Force, and two are buried in 
Flanders fields, Mr. Ramsay has haa 
word from Captain J. 8.

We have found this to be so in 
Canada, and we have not the slight- 
est doubt that if a small-pox epi- 
demic were to make its ghastly pres- 
ence felt tomorrow, there would be 
the usual handful of people to raise 
a hue and cry against vaccination. 

Yet vaccination is recognized by 
all public health administrators as 
being the only efficient means by 
which this disease can be combatted. 
And it is equally true that vaccina- 
tion properly performed is absolute- 
ly devoid of danger to life or health. 

Let us look back into the pages of 
history and find out what was going 
on before vaccination was intro- 
duced. We find that not ten years 
passed during the seventeenth cen- 
tury without the occurence of de- 
vastating epidemics of small-pox in 
Europe. Small-pox was the king of 
diseases prior to the discovery of 
vaccination in 1798, A French writer, 
Monsieur de la Condamine, said that 
it was the cause of one-tenth of all 
the deaths among mankind. 


Macauley, the English historian, in 
writing about conditions in his coun- 
try says: “The havoc of the black 
plague has been far more rapid, but 
the plague visited our shores only 
once within the living memory, but 
the small-pox was always present, 
filling the churchyards with corpses, 
leaving on those whose liyes were 
spared the hideous traces of its pow- 
er, turning the babe into a change- 
ling at which the mother shuddered; 
making the eyes and cheeks of the 
betrothed maiden objects of horror 
to her lover.” 


In fact, Macauley concludes, 
“Smallpox is the most terrible of all 
ministers of death.” 


Mexico was stricken with an epi- 
demic in the sixteenth century, and 
3,500,000 of its inhabitants died, 
leaving scarcely enough people in 
some centres to bury the dead. The 
historian Godfrey records that 2,- 
000,000 citizens of Russia died of 
small-pox in a single year. Whole 
tribes of American Indians were 
wiped off the face of the earth by 
the scourge. Before there was vacci- 
nation in the British navy, one fifth 
of all the enlisted men died of small- 
pox, Sir Gilbert Blane tells us in his 
writings. In 1653, whole races of men 
in Brazil were cut down. Iceland was 
invaded by the disease seventeen 
times prior to 1707. In Crantz’s his- 
tory of Greenland, we find that in 
that year 18,000 people died of 
small-pox out of a population of 50,- 
000. The dead lined the streets, 
houses were depopulated, misery was 


ed against him. From the pulpit he 
was railed against and treated with 
contumely, Every method of inter- 
ference ,was used, just as they are 
used today. Ben Johnson was one of 
the scoffers and he wrote that, ‘I 
will ne'er owe my health to a dis- 
ease,” Benjamin, Franklin opposed 
vaccination with a facile pen, but 
when he lost his own son through 
small-pox, he became a staunch ad- 
vocate, and in his autobiography bit- 
terly lamented the fact that he had 
not had the boy vaccinated. 

You will readily see that vaccina- 
tion has its support in history, as 
well as the support of virtually every 
doctor of- standing on the continent. 
From the time when it was first dis- 
covered, vaccination has steadily 
proven its value to men. 

There is an abundance of evidence 
to be obtained for those people who 
sincerely want to weigh the facts 
between the dangers of small-pox as 
Ja disease, and the harmlessness of 
vaccination as a preventive. People 
of sound judgment will not hesitate 
which to choose,

Making Highway Safer 
Manitoba Man Invents Spreader To 
Eliminate Loose Gravel Menace 

Gravel, remaining Yoose at the 
side of the highways, seems to have 
been one of the main troubles with 
which those responsible for road 
programs on the prairie have had 
to deal with during the past two 
seasons. Many methods have been 
used to try and overcome this state 
of affairs, but to date nothing prac- 
tical has been brought to light. 

A suggestion, however, has pre- 

sented itself in a new gravel 
spreader, as designed by W. G. 
Smith, of Rossburn, Man., which was 
demonstrated recently on the Emer- 
son Highway. The demonstration re- 
vealed that the job could be done 
with the minimum of trouble and ex- 
pense. 
; The new system is that of run- 
‘ning a four foot wide strip of gra- 
vel down the centre of the high- 
way, eliminating excess gravel on 
the two sides. This gravel is laid 
down in a perfectly smooth ribbon, 
and if necessary a car can easily 
cross it. 

The chief advantage in this sys- 
tem would be to eliminate the loose 
gravel at the sides, where 
greatest danger to motorist lies at 
the present time. On hitting this 
loose gravel when travelling at a 
fair rate of speed, it is very easy 
to hurtle into the ditch before the 
driver can gain control of his car. 

The new system would also elim- 
inate the error so many practice — 
that of driving on the wrong side of 
the road, as the centre line would 
automatically keep the drivers on 
their own side of the road. 

This centre line of gravel would 


of course have to be put a few| 


inches in depth, with a flat top, so 
that it would not be dangerous for 
cars to cross it.

Nowadays, while we encounter 
small-pox in serious proportions, 
there is nothing to match these fig- 
ares in present day history. So you 
see, we have plenty of reason to be 
grateful to Dr. Edward Jenner, the 
Englishman who gave vaccination to 
the world. 

Vaccination was discovered by 
Jenner, an Englishman, About 1790, 
a dairymaid living near Bristol visit- 
ed a young student named Jenner. 
Although she was suffering from a 
rash, she confidently asserted that it 
was not possible for her to get 
small-pox because she had already 
had the cow-pox, 

This little incident had the same 
effect on Jenner as the falling apple 


-|had on Newton, The young scientist 


started thinking, and it was not long 
before he was a_ world-renowned 
scientist. As a result of his experi- 
ments, six years later, he inoculated 
an eight-year-old boy from’ one of 
his patients who had cow-pox. A 
mild case of cow-pox ensued with no 
serious effect. Two months later the 
boy was inoculated from a pustule 
of a patient suffering from small- 
pox. No illness resulted and it was 
repeated, When there was still no ill 
effects, the young scientist Jenner 
knew that he had discovered some- 
thing. He gave his knowledge to the 
world in the form of a paper pub- 
lished in London, 

On this continent the first vaccina- 
tion performed was by Dr, Boylston 
on his own son in Boston, In one 
year after this he inoculated 247 
people, and every one escaped the 
terrible epidemic that had engulfed, 
New England at that time. |

May Leave Lonely Island 


Proposition Not Favorably 
Received By Inhabitants Of 
St. Kilda 


One of tthe most romantic—and 
the loneliest—places in Britain may 
soon be left to the sea-birds. This 
is St. Kilda, the little group of is- 
lands in the Atlantic, whose popula- 
tion has now dropped to thirty-eight. 
At the beginning of this century it 
was seventy-seven, and in 1851 it 
was 110. It has now been proposed 
that the island should be evacuated, 
and homes found for the inhabitants 
on the mainland. There are some 
hundreds of sheep on the island, but 
these.are kept for their wool, and 
only used for food if the supplies run 
short. Sea-birds’ eggs and young 
sea-birds are the principal articles of 
diet, with potatoes when the crop is 
good—which isn’t always the case. 
The life of the islands is thus a hard 
one, and the fare is apt to grow 
monotond&s, But the St. Kildans are 
attached to their homes and don't 
want to leave them. The population, 
if now very small, was smaller still 
200 years ago, when, following a 
smallpox epidemic, the numbers of 
the islanders were reduced to thirty.

Will Make Planet Heavier, Sayt 
Professor Of Observatory In 
South Africa 


The earth is putting on weight, 
says Dr. Luyten, of Harvard Obser- 
vatory, at Bloemfontein, South 
Africa. He said that the number of 
Meteors falling upon the earth was 
in the neighborhood of 380,000,000 a 
day.
